Groningen, April 9. O. 8. ‘The following is a par- 
cular Account of the chief Circumftances attending 
the publick Entry which the Prince of Orange, Stadt- 
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rween the bolder and Captain General of this. Province, made 
: ere this Day, together with his Princefs, on account 

of the Homage which her Royal Highnefs came to 

meive from the Inhabitants of this Province. The 


Prince and Princefs, who fet out Yefterday from Lee- 
wuden ina Yacht, lay laft Night at Noortkorn, and 
this Morning at Ten, they went again on board their 
Yacht for this City. At Eleven, the Deputies of the 
fates of this Province went on board a Yacht in a 
Boly to the Sluices of Hoogkerk to wait for their 
Highneffes, who arrived there betwixt Twelve and 
One, and admitted the faid Deputies on board their 
Yaht. The Deputies after having paid them their 
Compliments, and declazed to the Princes of Orange 
low welcome a Princefs, fo Illuftrious for her Birth and 
Virues, was to them and all the Inhabitants of Gro- 
lingen, accompanied the Prince and Princefs to the 
Towa. Their Highneffes having taken their Coach 
tthe Gate, made their Entry into the City, which was 
jndaimed by a Salvo of Fifty Pieces of Cannon, and 
igeneral Difcharge of Small Arms by the Troops 
wich are in Garifon, and by the City Companies. 
Te Entry was made in the following Order. 

I, The Adjutant General of the Province on Foot, 
infled ina Blue Sute, richly Embroider’d with Gold, 
who was attended by'a French Horn and 4 Trumpets.

Al the Bells of the City were rung during the Caval- 
~* Eighteen Companies of the City Militia, 12 
"panies of the Firit Battalion of Orange Friefland, 
"te Groningen Company of Guards were drawn 
™2-Line under Arms in the Streets, thro’ which 
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: ards difplay’d, and their Drams 
beating. The Train pafled under feveral magnificent 
Triumphal Arches, adorn’d with Verdure, Feftons, 
Garlands, and gilt Crowns. During the March, there 
was a fecond Salvo of 50 Pieces of Cannon, attended 
with a Difcharge of the Small Arms from the Troops 
and the Militia, and the joyful Shouts of Multitudes of 
People, who in a particular Manner welcom’d their 
new Stadtholdrefi or Governefs. When the Train was 
arrived at Coust, and the Prince and Princefs were en- 
ter’d, there was a third Salvo of 5° Cannon, and a 
third General Difcharge of the Small Arms, and their 
Highneffes were again complimented by the Deputies of 
the States, and afterwards by the Nobility, by the 
Courts of Law, and by the Univerfity. After this 
there was a fumptuous Repaft, and at 9 o'Clock at 
Night, their Highnefles faw a magnificent Fire-work 
very ingenioufly contriv’d and play'd off in the Square 
before the Court, which lafted 4 Hours. Befides other 
Fire-works in the Town, there were Bonfires, I)lu- 
minations afd other Rejoicings, and all without the 
leaft Diforder. Several Perfons have compofed fome 
Pieces of Poetry upon Occafion of this publick Entry, 
both in Latin and in Dutch. 

Rome, March 27. O. S. As to the late Tumult in 
this City; the true State of the Cafe is in fhort as fol- 
lows. Some Spanifh and Neapolitan Officers who came 
hither in queft of fome Deferters, who, they were in- 
form’d, had taken Shelter in this City, did, with his 
Holinefs’s Licenfe, lift fome Men that came voluntarily 
to enter into the Service: When they had found out 
the Deferters, they feized and confin’d them, accord- 
ing to Cuftom, in order to fend ’em to their refpective 
Corps. The Mob feeing them thus fecured in one 
Houle, put it into the Heads of others to refcue them 
by Force out of the Officers Power, and gave out that 
the Men were carried away by Violence, which indeed, 
as to the Defesters was true enough ; but the common 
People who did not know that any of the Citizens had 
lifted voluntarily in the Service of Naples, thought 
that they had been imprefs’d, tho’ none but the Po- 
pulace could be capable of entertaining fuch a Thought, 
it being not very likely that thofe Officers fhould lofe 
their Time and Money to force Men into the Service, 
whom they would always be obliged to watch very 
narrowly, and who, to be fure, would take the firft Op- 
portunity to defert, nor is it likely, that they iad fuch 
Orders from their Court. Neverthelefs the Mob being 
full of Prejudices, made that Infurreétion on the 12th 
Inftant, and committed thofe Diforders at the Farnefe 
Palace, which have been already mentioned. 

We long to know how this Infult will be refented 
by the Spaniards. Mean time Cardinal Acquaviva has 
received Anfwers to the Exprefies which he fent about 
it to Naples, and to the Duke de Montemar. He has 
Orders from Naples to declare, 1. That the Infante 
Don Carlos has no Romans in his Troops that were 
forced into the Service. 2. That the Spanifh Officers 
and Soldiers at Rome, cannot be recalled from thence, 
without an exprefs Order from the Court of Madrid. 
And, —3- That 126f thé Ringleaders of the Trans- 
‘Tiverine Mob be hanged or beheaded. ‘This Demand 
taking Wind among the Populace, they feem juft on 
Tiptoe to rife again; and the Government, for fear 
of another Infurreétion in the Holidays, talks of barri- 
cading all the Bridges, and has fentto Civita Vecchia 
for two Companies of regular Troops, and a new 
Company is raifing to be added to the Marfhal’s Men 
that are already on Foot. 

Here is handed about the Copy of a Memorial fent 
to the Pope from the Court of Naples, in Anfwer to 
the Account of the late Infurreétion, which was fent 
thither by his Holinefs. “Tis in Subftance as follows : 
‘ His Majefty, the King of the Two Sicilies, being 
‘ informed of the late Iniurreétion raifed at Rome, on 
‘ divers groundlefs Pretences, thinks fit to return the 
‘ following Anfwer to the Reprefentations and De- 
¢ mands that have been made to him that Head, 
‘ wiz. That if there are any Romans in his Troops, 
‘ they were not entered by Force, and that he never 
« gave Orders for any fuch Violence ; that as to the 
« Demand, that he fhould oblige the Spanith Officers 
« and Soldiers that are at Rome to quit that City, Ne 
¢ cannot anfwer to lay them under any fuch Injunctien,

becaufe thefe Officers and Soldiers belong immedi- 
ately tothe King of Spain, and that they are only 
kept at Rome for the rity of the Perions of thé 
Spanifh Nation who refide there with 4 publick or 
private Character, as well as for the Safety of their 
Palaces or Dwelling-houfes. And for afmuch as the 
Mutineers have, in Defiance of all Decency, com- 
mitted grievous Infults and Ads of Violence upon 
the Perfons depending on the Courts of Spain anil 
Naples, as well as on their Palaces and Houfes at 
Rome, his Sicilian Majeity demands, that, by way 
of Reparation for thefe Offences, the Authors thereof 
may be punifhed with Death, &c.’ 

Monday latt the Pretender went, with his eldeft Sort, 
to an Audience of the Pope, with whom he had a loug 
Conference ; after which he was regaled with a fplen- 
did Collation as ufual. ‘The fame Day the Pope's te- 
vere Ediét, prohibiting the lifting of Soldiers for any 
foreign Prince, and the raifing any popular ‘l umults, 
was fet up in all the publick Places of this City; and 
by the e Edié all Perfons are prohibited from 
wearing Cockades, except fuch as are in the Service of 
any foreign Power. ‘lhe fame Daya certain Woman 
of the ‘Town was taken up; and committed to Priion 
who had decoyed feveral young Fellows into het 
Houle, where they were furprifed, and forced to inlift 
by fome Officers whom fhe let in for the Purpofe at a 
private Door. She has made a Confeflion of the re- 
¢ruitinig Blades, who have been thereupon apprehended, 
and committed to Prifon. On Wednefday a Clock 
maker, a Surgeon, and a Swifs, were banifhed out of 
the Ecclefiaftick State, for having lifted Soldiers here 
by Force. The Pope has ordered his Infantry to be 
augmented by 20 Men to a Company. 

Vienna, March 41. O. 8. They write from Conftan- 
tinople, that the Porte talks of fending a folemn Em- 
baffy hither next Summer, to renew the Treaties of 
Peace concluded heretofore between the two Empires; 
for fear left the Emperor fhouwld take fome Refolutions 
to their Difadvantage; and ‘tis for this Reafon per 
haps that our Minifler at Conftahtinople has been 
treated for fome time paft with more than ordinary 
Diftinftion. —— A great Number of Confpirators 
have been executed at Buda, who had engaged, upon 
Oath, to promote a general Infurreétion in riungary; 
for reftoring the Ragotski Family to its ancient Prero- 
gatives; but as for the Tumults that were raifed in 
fjome Parts of Bohemia, they are intirely quafhed.-—— 
"Tis faid, that King Sraniflaus has congratulated thé 
Emperor on the Marriage of the Archdutchefs to the 
Duke of Lorain; and ‘ts believed, that his Imperial 
Majefty, in his Anfwer, will give him the Title of 
King of Poland and Great Duke of Lithuania, accords 
ing to the Preliminaries. —————. The Count de Fuen+ 
clara, the Spanifh Ambaflador at Venice; has wrote 
hither for a Pafiport, he having received the neceflary 
Inftruétions from Madrid, for his Journey to, and for 
his Conduét at this Court; and a Paffport has been 
accordingly fent to him, fo that he is expeéted here 
next Week. Some fay he is to deliver to the Emperor 
the King of Spain's Act of Acceffion to the Prelimina- 
ries. ——- Prince Eugene has not appeared much abroad 
for a confiderable Time; but the Referefidary of the 
Council of War always attends him with the moft ime 
portant Affairs depending before that Council. 

Modena, March 27. O.S. *Tis not-believed that all 
the Troops of France will evacuate Lombardy, before 
the Emperor and the King of Sardinia have fettled 
their Boundaries. ‘The Emperor demands the full and 
intire Poflefion of the Lake Orta in the Upper Mila 
nefe, as well as the Territories thereon Ending, 
which is in the Domain of the Bifhop of Novarra, He 
alfo demands the Towa and Territory of Serravall@ in 
the Lower Milanefe, on the Frontier of Genoas and 
that the Emperor's Subjects may navigate as freély as 
thofe of the King of Sardinia, upon the Teffisi, which 
fhall hereafter feparate the Poffeffions of thole two 
Princes. The King of Sardinia fcruples to confent to 
it, becaufe, wheh the Emperor is Mafter of the Lake - 
and Tetritoty of Orta, as well as of Serfavalle, he 
have two Settlements in the Heart of the two 
Provinces that are to be the King of Sardinia’s Barrier, 
one om the North Sid¢, and the other on thé Séuth. 
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LONDON. 

Letters from the North fay, that the Conferences 
_ between the Commiffaries of the Ruffian Army on the 
* ‘Prontiers of ‘Turky, and thofe of the Grand Signior 
and the.Kan of the Tartars, are broke off, without 
agreeing to the Satisfaction demanded by the Czarina ; 
aad that the Count de Munich was preparing to begin 
the Siege of Afoph. | 
Thole from Hamborgh fay, that as fome Peafants 
xvere lately digging in the Mannor of Jersbeck neat 
shat City, belonging to the Privy Counfcllor Aleteld, 
they. difcovered a Grotto, where they pretently found 
feveral hundred Ducats, with an Infcription, which 
- was ina barbarous unintelligible Language ; and ‘twas 
fuppofed they were put into that Grotto by the Goths, 
when they commiteed fo many Ravages in Germany 
in the §xh Century. 
Letters from Conftantinople fay, that the Valet de 
Chambre of a certain Ambaflador having been obliged 
to draw his Sword to defend himlelf againft a Janiflary 
who came to attack him with his Cutlas, had the Mif- 
fortune to kill him, and that being thereupon appre- 
hended, the Grand Vizier caufed his Head to be cut off 
a tew Days after, notwithftanding all the Efforts of the 
Foreign Minifters to hinder the Execution, by repre- 
fenting that it would be contrary to the Law of Nations, 
and the more fo, becaufe the Valet de Chambre only 
killed the Janiflary to fave his own Life. 
Yefterday Se’nnight died at the Hague, M. Albert 
Fabricius Lord of Alenkerk, &c. and Secretary to the 
States of Holland and Weltfriefland, aged about 61. 
The Senators and Minifters of the Court at Warfaw, 
are treating with the Raffian Minifter there for the Re- 
fiitution of Livonia, which the latter has declared, 
that the Czarina cannot part with it, tho’ fhe is willing 
to give them a Sum of Money, as an Equivalent; but 
at prefent they feem inclin’d rather to take fome other 
Country in Lieu of 1t. 

The King of Poland has appointed the Petty Dyets to 
begin their Seffion on the 3d of May, and the General 
Dyet of Pacification on the 14th of June next. And 
he has offered the Dantzickers to draw his Garifon out 
vf Fort Weiflelmunde, on the Payment of 50,000 
Ducats immediately after it, and the like Sum in an- 
other fhort Term. 

’Tis faid there are important Negotiations on foot at 
Petersburg betwixt the Courts of Ruffia, Germany, and 
France. 

’Tis reported, that the Differences betwixt the Ham- 
barghers and-the Danifh Court, are like to be foon ac- 
commodated ; as is alfo the Difpute between Prince 
William of Heffe Caffel_-and the Landgrave of Hefle 
D’Armilad, about the Bailywick of Bobenhaufen in 
the County of Hanau. 

King Staniflaus had not quitted Angersbourgh when 

the lait Letters came away. 
The States General are about reducing 10,000 Men 
of their Forces, which is the Number of the laft Aug- 
snentation that was made in 1727; and ‘tis faid, that
